with his mother Mrs. Rosa 
Nash. He tells about his service 
in the О. S. Army). 

“I joined the Army on July 29, 
1960 and took basic training at 
Ft. Jackson, S. C. completed 
training Sept. 30, came home for 
15 day leave and returned to 
Ft. Jackson for eight weeks of 
mechanics training. At Christ- 
mas, I came home for the holi- 
days and then reported to Fort 
Dix, N. J. for overseas shipment 
Jan. 3, 1961, and departed by 
boat on Jan. 7 arriving at the 
568th Engineer Company (Light 
Equip) where I was assigned to 
the service platoon as ordinance 
clerk in charge of all the ord- 
ance equipment in the company. 

I was promoted to Private 
First Class on May 12, '61 and 
received the traditional cold 
shower and had my stripe tack- 
ed on by every member of the 
company. I returned to the U. 
S. through medical channels and 
after 30 days leave I will report 
to Ft.

I was also 50 
miles from the famous Iron Cur- 
tain of Russia and although I 
never got close to jt I talked to 
many guys who were on the 
Border Patrol and learned it is 
a very unpleasant duty. 

The girls there were very 
friendly toward G. L's, because 
they seem to realize that the 
boys are in a country away from 
all that he knows, and when you 
find one that you like, then you 
begin to enjoy the people of 
Germany, as they will accept 
you into their homes and you 
become one of the family.

There are some customs that 
I grew to like, but don't think 
that I should put them in writ- 
ing, because they are not very 
well accepted by the people who 
are always questioning the 
morals of other lands.
